Spacecraft Hos 
Date with Mars 
For Next July 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 
Spacecraft Mariner 4 finally 
found its guiding star today, and 
scientists said it was using the 
star to speed on toward an ap­ 
pointment with Mars. 
Officials at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in Pasadena said 
that the second radio command 
sent to the craft today resulted 
in its finding Canopus — the 
bright orb it needs to hold it on 
course through a 7 Va-month, 325- 
million-mile voyage. 
A first command sent at 1:13 
a.m. made the craft lock on an 
object which data later revealed 
was not Canopus, scientists re­ 
ported. 
The second command was 
sent at 2:57 a.m., starting the 
craft rolling over in space, 
scanning the heavens for Cano­ 
pus. 
Three minutes later it 
locked on a star. 
Scientists said the data it then 
radioed 
back 
was 
analyzed, 
proving it locked on Canopus 
and not some other star. 
They said two sensors are 
carried on the craft. When one 
of them is locked on Canopus, 
the other should be pointed to­ 
ward earth. They said informa­ 
tion received from the earth 
sensor indicated that it was in­ 
deed pointing toward earth. 
At the time Manner locked on 
Canopus it was 359,850 miles 
from earth and was traveling at 
7,400 miles an bour, scientists 
said.

search it fixed on stars it 
thought were Canopus. Each 
time it had hitched itself onto 
the wrong star.

Now, two months later, 
the Army — after consulting 
with the CIA — reports the de­ 
fectors referred to by the CIA 
and the two who crossed over in 
the summer of 1960 are the 
same. 
Sloboda has made broadcasts 
denouncing the United States 
and “has also written article 
for the Soviet press which follow 
the Soviet propaganda line,” the 
Army said. He now lives in 
Lvov, a former Polish city now 
part of the Soviet Union. 
Dutkanicz worked in a televi­ 
sion factory before he died in 
Lvov, the Army said. 
After their defection, the Rus 
sians quoted Sloboda and Dut­ 
kanicz as saying they acted 
partly out of revulsion against 
U2 plane flights over the Soviet 
Union. This was shortly after 
Francis Gary Powers was shot 
down over the Soviet Union 
while on a U2 flight. 
The Army supplied no details 
on how, where are when the two 
men had had connections with 
he Soviet secret police. 
Its summary, furnished to 
The Associated Press, said Slo­ 
boda was born in Podkamien in 
the Ukraine and during World 
War II was sent to Germany as 
a forced laborer. After the war, 
he spent time in a displaced 
persons camp in Germany, emi­ 
grated to England, and then 
returned to Germany where he 
enlisted in the U.S. Army in 
1953. 
The Army summary said Dut­ 
kanicz was a native of Gorlice 
Bartne in Poland, entered the 
United States in December 1946 
and was inducted into the Army 
In February 1951.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
set of initials — MLF — Is kick­ 
ing up a controversy in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. 
MLF stands for multilateral 
force. It is a new concept in the 
handling of nuclear weapons, 
developed and pushed by the 
United States. Essentially, it is 
a way of permitting the United 
States’ allies partial participa­ 
tion in the control of the nuclear 
deterrent 
To help understand what the 
fight is all about, here are some 
basic questions and answers 
about MLF: 
Q. What is MLF? 
A. It is a proposal for a sepa­ 
rate force of surface ships, such 
as freighters, to be equipped 
with Polaris missiles with nu­ 
clear tips. The crews would be 
an international mixture from 
the participating nations. There 
would be 25 ships. A destroyer, 
the USS Ricketts, has been 
manned by a mixed crew re­ 
cently to demonstrate how this 
can be done. 
Q. Who would control them? 
A. There would be an MLF 
commander, separate from the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion command, which would re­ 
tain its own forces. But in time 
of war, MLF would be an arm 
of NATO. Control of the weap­ 
ons 
would 
be 
multinational, 
rather than in the hands of any 
one country. The United States 
alone could not decide to use 
them. Neither could any other 
one country. 
Q. Why was this idea devel­ 
oped? 
A. Many of the Allies have 
long wanted greater participa 
lion in the nuclear deterrent 
that is supposed to keep the 
Communists in check. The Unit­ 
ed States has always 
been 
against proliferation, or spread 
to many countries, of nuclear 
weapons. 
U.S. 
policymakers 
also figure that a major country 
like Germany, if it fails to get a 
share in atomic control, will 
build an independent nuclear 
force of its own. The MLF was 
designed to satisfy both require­ 


ments — non-proliferation and 
sharing by the Allies.

The grim forecast that 22 
lives would be snuffed out on 
Ohio highways during the four- 
day Thanksgiving w e e k e n d 
proved fairly accurate if not 
slightly underestimated. 
At least 23 persons died in 
road crashes which, combined 
with three fire deaths Mid two 
in miscellaneous a c c i d e n t s 
gave Ohio an overall fatality 
count of 28.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
cost of living edged up one- 
tenth of one per cent in Octob­ 
er, the Labor Department said 
today.

for Schenck.

Love’s name appeared above 
that of Schenck on ballots in 
Butler County without the re­ 
quired rotation of names. 
The petition, b e a r i n g the 
names cif 25 contestors, was 
filed directly in the Supreme 
Court by Kathleen K. Haase, 
Columbus attorney. 
Court attaches said it was the 
first action of its kind filed in 
an election case. The third dis­ 
trict is composed of Butler and 
Montgomery counties.

Then the foreign minister of 
the United Arab Republic, Mah- 
moud Riad, called on Rusk to 
express his concern over the 
prospective showdown. 
Mahmoud told newsmen after 
seeing Rusk that the U.A.R. 
sees the financial fight as an 
important political issue. And 
while the United Naions "needs 
the money to be effective,” he 
said, it w o u I d be weakened 
without collecting funds if “cer­ 
tain powers are deprived of 
their vote.” 
The U.A.R. envoy was ex­ 
pressing views similar to many 
of the smaller, neutralist na­ 
tions at the United Nations on 
the prospect of applying the 
U.N. Charter’s Article 19 at the 
start of the Assembly's session. 
Under Article 19 the Soviets 
stand to lose their vote in the 
General Assembly because hey 
have fallen more than two years 
behind in their dues. That is 
because the Kremlin has re­ 
fused to pay more than $52 mil­ 
lion for U.N. peacekeeping oper­ 
ations in the Congo and the Mid­ 
dle East. 
The United States says Arti­ 
cle 19 must be lived up to for 
the sake of the world organiza­ 
tion’s financial and constitution­ 
al integrity. However, Rusk was 
reported ready to agree 
to 
Thant’s plan, provided Gromy­ 
ko does likewise, in order to get 
the Russians into discussions on 
financing future peacekeeping 
operations. 
U.S. diplomats guessed that 
Gromyko, in his first appear­ 
ance bere since the new regime 
took over in Moscow, would 
agree to financial discussions 
rather than force a showdown at 
the opening of the General As­ 
sembly’* 1964 session Tuesday. 
But suspense remained high 
for even with a “yes” from Gro­ 
myko, the precarious gentle­ 
man’s agreement proposed by 
Secretary . General U Thant 
could collapse because of objec­ 
tions by other U.N. members. 
Immediately at issue is appli­ 
cation of the U.N. Charter’s Ar­ 
ticle 19, which says any mem­ 
ber more than two years behind 
in its dues shall have no vote in 
the General Assembly. 
Because the Russians have 
refused to pay for U.N. peace­ 
keeping costs, they have now 
fallen more than two years in 
arrears. The United States says 
the United Nations will lose its 
basic constitutional and finan­ 
cial integrity if the rule is not 
applied.

Bond Proposal 
Hiked $15 Million 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Gov. 
James A. Rhodes today called 
for a boost in his proposed $275- 
million bond issue to $290 mil­ 
lion for additional construction. 
His request went to Sen. Ma­ 
jority Leader C. Stanley Me* 
chem, R-Athens. 
The bond issue proposal, in the 
form of an amendment to the 
Ohio Constitution, would be re­ 
submitted to the Senate with the 
increased ceiling, it was ex­ 
plained. 
Rhodes said the additional $15 
million would be used for state 
park recreational facilities and 
to help political subdivisions fi­ 
nance construction of water and 
sewer lines for industrial and 
other expansion. 
Rhodes said the larger sum 
would allow subdivisions to set 
up rotary funds that could be 
used in meeting the cost of sew­ 
er and water line extensions ear­ 
lier. 
At present, such costs are as­ 
sessed against abutting farm­ 
lands whose owners usually can­ 
not afford to pay them until 
their lands are turned over for 
industrial or residential use, th« 
governor’s offce said. 
The $275-million ceiling wa* 
placed in the bond issue pro­ 
posal after some senator object­ 
ed to absence of a ceiling in th# 
original resolution. Opponents of 
an open-end bond issue asserted 
the state might issue well over 
$300 million in bonds without th# 
restriction. 
The special session returned 
today with the goal of finishing 
in the next couple of weeks.

New Wind Shift Theory 


Since the time of the Spanish explor­ 
ers of the fifteenth century, hurricane 
frequencies and paths have been chart­ 
ed 
th r o u g h 
the 
South 
Atlantic. 
Throughout these written histories of 
natures* most destructive storms, cy­ 
clical patterns in direction have been 
noted. 
It wasn’t until 1955, however, that Dr. 
Hurd C. Willett of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology advanced the 
first theory to account for the behavior 
of the storms. Dr. Willett’s idea was 
that a 90-year sunspot cycle causes 
largescale shift in Atlantic wind pat­ 
tern. 
South Atlantic storms are carried 
westward until they approach the Carib­ 
bean, at which t i m e they either turn 
sharply north and east or make a more 
gradual arc and head inland through 
Florid. According to the Willett the­ 
ory, the storms are more likely to veer 
away from the mainland during peri­ 
ods of intense sunspot activity, and 
head inland at other times. 
The hurricane season just 
ending, 
which occurred during a period of rela­ 


tive sunspot inactivity, appears to bear 
out the theory. Florida was the victim 
of three of this season’s hurricanes, as 
well as two other tropical storms. The 
number of storms this season was aver­ 
age, but Florida was hit by three times 
as many as usual. 
Precisely what the mechanical rela­ 
tionship is between sunspot and atmo­ 
spheric 
wind 
condition is 
not yet 
known, although satellite observations 
have shown a relationship between sun­ 
spot activity and electrical components 
in the upper atmosphere. 
Science is beginning to break the bar­ 
rier which for centuries has made man 
virtually helpless if he was unfortunate 
enough to be in the path of a tropical 
storm. A small degree of success has 
been achieved in seeding clouds with 
silver iodide in attempts to drain some 
of the force from storms. 
The Willett theory, if confirmed in 
future seasons, will give science a pow­ 
erful weapon in predicting the course of 
storms. Hurricanes may not much long­ 
er remain the completely uncontroll­ 
able mass of fury they now are.

Whither Goest The Republican Party? 


EDITOR’S NOTE — In the

and the first skirmish may

WASHINGTON (AP) — Four 
years ago, after Richard M. 
Nixon had lost the White House 
by the narrowest of margins, 
Republicans were fretting over 
who should lead their party. 
Many voted for Nixon, but 
Ben. Barry Coldwater wasn’t 
among them. 
“Until he gets elected to some 
position, he’s just going to be a 
Republican lawyer,” Coldwater 
said of Nixon. “I look back at 
* history and even the ex-presi­ 
dents haven’t been able to re 
tain a hold on the party.” 
Once again Republicans are 
fighting over leadership. 
And here is Coldwater, though 
buried under an avalance of 
votes for Lyndon B. Johnson, 
saying: “I will have a lot of 
time to devote to this party, to 
its l e a d e r s h i p , and to the 
strengthening of the party, and 
that I have every intention of 
doing.” 
This was formally seconded 
by Dean Burch, the man Cold­ 
water picked for Republican 
national chairman, and by Den­ 
ison Kitchel, the senator’s cam 
paign manager. 
“The opportunities before us 
are great,” Burch said, after 
surveying 
the 
wreckage. 
“I 
think we should count our bless­ 
ings.” 
“We have to wait four years,” 
Kitchel said, “but we’re going 
to get this government back 
where it belongs.” 
This determination of the los­ 
ers to keep the party in the 
hands of Barry Coldwater and 
his 
conservative 
supporters 
gives unusual zest and meaning 
to a meeting of GOP governors 
next Friday and Saturday at 
Denver. 
Gov. Robert E. Smylie of Ida­ 
ho, a leader in the Burch-must- 
go movement and chairman of 
the Governor’s Conference, says 
the meeting was planned long 
before the election. But it no 
longer appears routine, and it 
may provide insights to these 
problems: 
Will 
the 
Republican 
party 
splinter on the rocks of ideology 
and disappear like the Whig 
party it supplanted over a cen­ 
tury ago? 
Or will it find a compromise 
between what looks to be irrec­ 
oncilable factions? lf so, how? 
Which way will it lean? 
Toward 
Coldwater, 
whose 
followers are the most dedicat- 
■ od of any Republican leader? 
Toward Nixon, who acts like a 
man eager for combat again? 
Gov. George Romney, who 
* survived a Republican debacle 
in Michigan? 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
whose voice is amplified by 
New York’s fat 43 electoral 
votes? 
Sen. Everett McKinley Dirk- 
sen of Illinois and Rep. Charles 
. Halleck of Indiana, who lead the 
loyal, though depleted, opposi­ 
tion in Congress? 
Toward Smylie, who in a time 
of troubles found sunshine in 
Idaho? 
“We increased our margins 
both in the State Senate and the 


House,” Smylie said. “I feel like 
a guy who has bowled 300.” 
What eventually happens is of 
concern not only to Republi­ 
cans, but to all citizens. The

Of the 26 states Nixon won in 
1960, Goldwater took only one— 
his native Arizona. Five states 
in deepest Dixie, stirred by civil 
rights arguments, saved Gold­ 
water from complete rout.

Take Congress. 
In the Senate, 
Republicans 
are at as low an ebb as at any 
time since 1940, with 32 out of 
IOO. In the House, where Demo­ 
crats now lead 295-140, Republi­ 
cans must go back to 1936 and 
Alf Landon for a more dismal 
showing. 
Governors present the one 
bright spot. Republicans have 
17, a net gain of one. But even 
here the cheering must be sub­ 
dued. 
Republican losses among the 
7,600 members of state legisla­ 
tures have reached around 490. 
But statistics are a bore, and 
to be understood they must be 
translated into human beings 
These 
f i g u r e s mean that 
hundreds of thousands of voters, 
loyal to Republicans two or four 
years ago, switched their politi­ 
cal brands. 
And it means, too, that many 
Republican politicians of prom­ 
ise have been set back, some 
maybe for keeps. These range 
all the way from unknown legis­ 
lators to Rep. Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, to Charles H. Percy of 
Illinois, to Goldwater himself. 
All right. So the blow was 
severe. What then? 
Most talk has centered around 
the 
party 
chairman, 
Dean 
Burch, with speculation on what 
will happen when the national 
committee meets in January. 
Yet curiously all agree that the 
committee has no real power. 
In conceding defeat, 
Gold­ 
water said: “The leadership of 
the party, the rebuilding of the 
party, rests with the ticket that' 
was picked at the national con­ 
vention, win, lose or draw, and I 
would see my position here as 
working with the leadership of 
the Republican members of the 
House and the Senate, this his­ 
toric place where the real politi­ 
cal power rests.” 
If, when a party loses the 
White House, whatever power it 
has is in Congress, why care 
about the national committee? 
The arguments run like this: 
Goldwaterites — They worked 
hard to capture a party that had 
been run by its Eastern wing 
for a generation. It would be 
folly, they feel, to leave the 
field simply because one battle 
had been lost. Far from being 
resigned to their fate, they have 
been on the attack. In cutting 
the headquarters staff, the first 
to go were those of doubtful 
fealty to Goldwater before San 
Francisco. 
Anti - Goldwaterites — Con­ 
servatives have had their big 
chance — and muffed it. True, 
the national machinery has no 
power, but to keep it intact is a 
constant reminder of the party’s 
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' humilitation and a steady drag

center, they argue, the future is 
bleak everywhere but in tile 
South.

Grenier, 33, has moved up in 
Republican ranks along what 
would seem to be the most diffi­ 
cult of all paths, by way of Bir 
mingham, Ala. In one sense, he 
was incredibly successful. Gold­ 
water scored in the South as no 
Republican 
ever dreamed of 
doing. 
A couple of critics speak: 
Sen. 
Hugh Scott, who led 
Pennsylvania Gov. William W. 
Scranton’s 
unsuccessful 
fight 
for the presidential nomination, 
called on GOP congressmen and 
governors to work together. 
“We can then make our deci­ 
sion,” Scott said, “as to what is 
to be done with regard to the 
national chairmanship and the 
removal of such men as John 
Grenier.” 
Gov. Smylie’s view: “I have 
nothing against Burch. He’s 
personable guy. But right or 
wrong, the whole machinery of 
the party is now considered 
anti-civil rights and anti-Social 
Security.” 
So it looks as if the scrap will 
be bitter. 
But ifs well to remember that 
politics is the art of compro 
mise.

threatened only if one or both 
sides should decide it would 
rather stick by its principles 
and lose than to move to middle 
ground and win. 
In all the in-fighting, what 
will become of Goldwater? As 
he pointed out in 1960, even ex 
presidents can’t keep control of 
a party.

Steel Talks 


Push Buyers 


To Stockpile 


CLEVELAND (A P)-T he ap­ 
proaching labor contract nego­ 
tiations in the nation’s steel in­ 
dustry are putting pressure on 
steel users to boost their stock­ 
piles starting in December, Steel 
Magazine said today. 
Walter J. Campbell, editor of 
the national metalworking week­ 
ly, predicted 1965 will be a 
“rough, tough bargaining year.” 
He declared that the outline of 
a pattern — “ settle first, strike 
later”—can be seen In the re­ 
cent aute industry settlements. 
Users will try to raise their 
inventories next month and ac­ 
celerate their stockpiling after 
the first of the year, Steel said. 
Two 
reasons 
the 
publication 
cited for the buildup were: 
1. “The power struggle within 
the United Steelworkers could 
delay a contract settlement and 
precipitate a strike after April 
30. 
2. “ If he cost of the steel 
l a b o r settlement approaches 
that of the auto industry pact, 
steelmakers will be under heavy 
pressure to raise prices.” 
In reviewing the bargaining 
picture ahead, Campbell wrote 
that further development of the 
pattern is noted in “inside” bat­ 
tles now shaping up in other big 
unions. He referred to the at­ 
tempt of I. W. Abel, USW secre- 
tary-treasurer, to unseat USW 
President David J. McDonald in 
a Feb. 9 election. 
“The surge of tile insurgency 
•terns from the belief of local 
chieftains that national leader­ 
ship has become too far remov­ 
ed from the rank and file,” said 
Campbell. 
“ Whether or not the rebels 
•re 
successful, the effect of 
their insurgency will be more 
militancy at the bargaining ta­ 
bles.” 
Production this week will be

000 tons Steel estimated the in­ 
dustry poured last week.

Statesmen beginning to abdicate 
reason’s throne, beginning to 
turn their problems over to ro­ 
bots, to computers. 
The trend, if it can be called 
one, was highlighted in Connec 
ticut the other day. There the 
members of the state legislature 
were faced with what might 
seem a relatively simple prob 
em, though one of immense 
importance. 
The U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled state legislative districts 
must be equal in population so 
far as practicable. This requires 
much revamping of most state 
legislatures. 
In Connecticut, the Democrats 
control one house and the Re­ 
publicans the other. They were 
unable to sit down, reason to­ 
gether and come up with a solu­ 
tion. 
The deadlock got so bad the 
Nov. 3 election for the legisla­ 
ture was canceled. The old as­ 
sembly is holding over. 
A three-judge federal court, 
which has taken a great interest 
in the subject, finally appointed 
a special master to come up 
with a reapportionment plan in 
case the legislature continues to 
fail. 
Who is the special master?

He would recognize at once 
that computers are only a sort 
of extension of the human brain. 
They cannot do anything the 
brain cannot do, only they can 
do it faster. Their output is only 
as good as the material fed into 
their maw.
